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REVIEW OF 1906 PRINTING. 



At the time of closing the accounts for the 1906 report of 
this department there was in the hands of the printers, unfin- 
ished work authorized and commenced before the close of the 
year, estimated to cost $6,066.42. When finished this work cost 
$6,343.69, or $277.27 more than the estimate. 

With the known cost of the eleven items above referred to 
we are enabled to give the actual total cost of printing authorized 
in 1906 as $26,953.66. 
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COST OF STATE PRINTING IN 1907 AND TOTAL 
FOR TWO-YEAR PERIOD. 



On following pages will be found the cost in detail of the 
printing authorized during 1907 fpr the various departments, 
institutions, bureaus and commissions, with but one item uncom- 
pleted, that being the annual report of the Adjutant General for 
the year 1906. Following the items in detail will be found the 
summary by departments. We also present the items and cost 
of printing required and authorized by orders of the legislature 
during the session of 1907. Below are the totals : 

Cost of general printing, 1907 $30,116 49 

Cost of legislative printing, 1907 23,388 81 

Adding cost of 1906 printing 26,953 66 

We have total for two years $80,458 96 

We consider two years a complete period in state printing 
matters because a considerable amount of work is required 
only biennially, and the demand for general printing is notice- 
ably stimulated immediately following a session of the legisla- 
ture. This has involved the figuring of 4,227 items in detail, 
varying in cost from a fifty-cent job to a book edition costing 
$4,067.41. Each of these items had to be considered in its 
peculiar relation to a number of conditions — size of type, style 
of composition, number of ems in the printed area, class of 
press work, number of impressions required, color of ink, size, 
weight and quality of stock. 

In this office may be found on file, arranged conveniently for 
immediate reference and available for public inspection, a sam- 
ple and voucher for every job of printing involved in the above 
statement, and a detail invoice. 
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STUDY OF CAUSES AND CONDITIONS. 



Assuming that the public is interested and wants to know 
the facts about this branch of the public service, and with this 
knowledge will be the better able to direct through its repre- 
sentatives how this service shall be conducted, we state a few 
general facts that will give a more intimate knowledge of causes 
and conditions than can be gathered from the figures here pub- 
lished. 

There are three principal causes for the saving in cost of 
printing. First, the lower rates obtained through competitive 
bids; second, the elimination of "constructive printing," so 
called ; third, supervision in behalf of the State. Whether there 
has been any material change in the volume of printing, on 
the whole, as compared with former years, is a question hard 
to determine, from lack of available data for comparison. 

The legislature of 1905 reduced to some extent the maximum 
limit on the. editions of some department reports, and also 
extended the limit on others. Certainly the tendency is strongly 
toward an increase. New departments are being established 
and new duties are being imposed upon the older ones. 

The printing requirements constitute a correct indicator of 
the activities of all branches of the State government To cut 
off for a time the supply of printing would mean to clog the 
wheels of government and paralyze the public business. The 
tendency toward unavoidable increase in some directions empha- 
sizes the need of constant restraint and careful pruning wherever 
it may be done without detriment to public service. 

Every law passed by the legislature calls for more or less 
printing. Some laws set in motion a train of activities that 
call for a large amount of printing in a variety of ways.

A STRIKING EXAMPLE. 

A striking example of the above may be cited here. Chap- 
ter 174, Resolves of 1905, provides means whereby the State 
Assessors may employ "a competent person or persons whose 
duty it shall be to assist said board in verifying and perfect- 
ing, as far as practicable, a proper description of each parcel 
or tract of wild land, and the individual or corporate owner- 
ship thereof, in townships not incorporated, in order that such 
lands may be properly described for taxation purposes," etc 
The legislature provided means for paying the person or persons 
thus employed, but did not foresee that a larger sum would be 
required to pay for the printing entailed by that "proper descrip- 
tion." 

In the State Assessors report for 1904 the valuation list made 
up for taxation purposes, covers 68 pages. Then the descrip- 
tion of wild lands in unincorporated townships was by whole 
townships. In their report for 1906, in consequence of this 
"proper description of each parcel" the valuation list made 
308 pages, increasing nearly five fold. This added to the cost 
of printing the report, $979.50. (Item 1.) < 

When the legislature of 1907 came to assess a state tax this 
same "proper description of each parcel" entered into the cost 
of doing so. In 1905, House Document 574, assessing a state 
tax for 1905, contained 68 pages, and House Document 580, 
assessing a state tax for 1906, contained a like number of pages. 
In 1907 the corresponding Documents were numbered 673 and 
676 respectively and contained 312 pages each. This increase 
in pages added to their cost $1,053.04. (Item 2.) . 

We next come to the engrossed bill, in which form it must 
be finally passed and signed. The tax acts as engrossed for 
1905 and 1906 contained 51 pages each. Those for 1907 and 
1908 contained 260 pages each. This increase, which was more 
than five fold, made an additional cost of $869.44. (Item 3.) 

These same tax acts take their place among the laws of the 
commonwealth. In the 1905 volume of laws the two acts cov- 
ered 48 pages each. In the 1907 volume the same covered 304 
pages each — 608 pages against 96. Here the increase is repre- 
sented by the multiple six and one-third, and is responsible for 
additional cost of $1,428.80. (Item 4.)

When the State Treasurer required these tax acts in pamphlet 
form to send to the municipal officers of each city, town and 
plantation in the state, eight hundred copies for each year had 
to be printed. The increased size over 1905 tax acts accounts 
for added expense of $865.44. (Item 5.) 

Again, it becomes the duty of the State treasurer, in obedience 
to law, to advertise wild land taxes in the state paper, and one 
paper in each of the eight counties in which wild land so taxed 
is located. Because of this "proper description of each parcel" 
these advertisements grew way beyond their usual size, making 
in some paper five or six pages of solid fine type. When the 
bills came in for these advertisements the state was indebted to 
the nine newspapers the sum of $5,869.30. Heretofore $900 
has covered the cost of this advertising, so the tribute exacted 
by that resolve in this instance is at least $4,969.30. (Item 6.) 

We have given the results of the resolve only so far as it 
affects these principal items of printing and advertising in two 
years and have the following recapitulation :

It may be of interest to state here that through the co-opera- 
tion of this office and that of the State Assessors a plan has been 
adopted for the forth-coming report whereby the description 
of wild lands will take a form that will reduce the space required 
from one-fourth to one-third, and also carry it into a class of 
composition costing only one-half as much per page. This will 
affect most of the above items and result in a saving of several 
thousand dollars.

CONSTRUCTIVE PRINTING. 



The apparently undue proportion of saving that appears in 
connection with Class A printing for 1906 is largely caused by 
several instances in which, under the old system, there would 
have been constructive printing, and which under the present 
system it was possible to eliminate. The same feature, in vari- 
ous ways and degrees, enters into all the other classes repre- 
sented. 

Touching this feature we quote from the report of the legis- 
lative committee on State printing, 1905 : 

"An important matter, to which our attention was also called, 
is the re-use of saved or standing type, and the printing ahead 
of more work than is ordered, in anticipation of other orders, 
and with the risk of loss, if the anticipation is not realized. 
The question was whether, in such cases, the printer is entitled 
to make a second charge for composition without having actually 
set up the type a second time. The overwhelming weight of 
the evidence was, and we accordingly find, that under a statute 
or contract containing no provision to the contrary, printers 
have a right to any savings accruing from standing type, or from 
printing ahead of orders; and we further find that when the 
present statute was enacted, the right of the public printer to 
such savings was considered by the legislature in fixing the 
statute rates. If the present statute is repealed, however, future 
contracts should express the understanding of the parties in this 
respect." — Senate Document, No. 245, 1905. 

By a sweeping provision in the contracts now in force, con- 
structive printing, both in composition and press work, is 
entirely eliminated.

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CONTRACTS FOR 1908 AND 1909. 



Under date of Sept. 17, 1907, advertisements for sealed pro- 
posals for all or distinct portions of the State printing, for two 
years beginning Jan. 1, 1908, were mailed to all printing offices 
in the State, and inserted for one week in eight leading daily 
papers of the State. Specifications and forms for proposals 
were sent out to such printers as inquired for them.- These 
specifications were much more elaborate in detail than those 
prepared two years earlier, covering such points as experience 
had shown might lead to misunderstanding on the part of the 
contractor, or controversy in the settlement of bills for printing. 

The competition resulted in five proposals on class A, as 
follows: Burleigh & Flynt, Waterville Sentinel Pub. Co., 
Maine Farmer Pub. Co., Bath Times Co. and E. C. Bowler. 
On all of class B there were two proposals, those of Burleigh & 
Flynt and Waterville Sentinel Pub. Co. There were four other 
proposals on portions of class B, those of Wallace S. Ladd, 
Maine Farmer Pub. Co., Bath Times Co. and R. P. Harriman. 
There was but one proposal covering all of class C, that of Bur- 
leigh & Flynt. -The Maine Farmer Pub. Co. and the Waterville 
Sentinel Pub. Co. made proposals on certain divisions of this 
class. 

All proposals on class C, legislative printing, were rejected by 
the Governor and Council as being too high. 

Under date of Jan. 1, 1908, a second call for proposals on 
class C was issued. This notice was inserted for one week in 
five leading daily papers. This competition resulted in one 
proposal on all of the class by the Waterville Sentinel Pub. Co. 
and another on a portion of the class by Burleigh & Flynt. 
These proposals were all rejected for the same reasons as were 
those received under the first call. 

A third call for proposals on class C was issued under date 
of Jan. 28, 1908. The advertisement was published for one 
week in eight daily papers. One proposal, that of Burleigh & 
Flynt, was received, covering every division in class C. While 
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this proposal was lower in price than any other proposal under 
the three calls, it was somewhat higher than former prices for 
this class of work. Conditions and requirements attendant 
upon this class of the State printing seem to render proposals 
largely non-competitive. 

Awards have been made and contracts entered into for print* 
ing for 1908 and 1909, as follows :

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LAWS RELATING TO STATE PRINTING. 



Reports, etc. Number to be printed. — Revised Statutes, 
chap. 3, sections 24 and 25, as amended by chap. 138, Public 
Laws of 1905. 

Section 1. That sections twenty- four and twenty-five of chapter three 
of the revised statutes be and are hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows : 

'Section 24. The number of copies of the following named reports to 
be printed hereafter at the expense of the state shall be determined by 
tne governor and council but shall not exceed the following numbers: 
The report of the commissioner of agriculture, six thousand copies 
annually; the report of the bank examiner, two thousand copies; the 
report of the commissioner of the bureau of labor and industrial statis- 
tics, four thousand copies; the report of the officers and trustees of the 
State School for Boys, fifteen hundred copies annually ; the report of the 
Industrial School for Girls, fifteen hundred copies annually ; the report of 
the officers and trustees of the state prison, fifteen hundred copies annu- 
ally; the report of the commissioners on the contagious diseases of 
animals, two thousand five hundred copies annually; the report of the 
University of Maine, fifteen hundred copies annually; the report of the 
Maine Agricultural Experiment Station, one thousand copies annually; 
the report of the registrar of vital statistics, two thousand copies annu- 
ally; the report of the insurance commissioner, two thousand five hun- 
dred copies annually; the report of the railroad commissioners, two 
thousand copies annually; the report of the state superintendent of pub- 
lic schools, four thousand copies on each legislative year, and three 
thousand five hundred copies on the alternate year; the report of the 
treasurer of the state, three thousand copies on each legislative year, 
and twenty-five hundred copies on the alternate year; the report of the 
trustees and officers of the insane hospitals, two thousand copies on 
each legislative year, and fifteen hundred copies on the alternate year; 
the report of the board of state assessors, four thousand copies on each 
legislative year, and three thousand copies on the alternate year; the 
report of the attorney general, one thousand copies biennially; the 
report of the land agent and forest commissioner, three thousand copies 
biennially; the report of the state board of health, forty-five hundred 
copies biennially; the report of the adjutant general, twelve hundred 
copies annually; the report of the librarian of the Maine state library, 
one thousand copies biennially; the report of the Bath Military and 
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Naval Orphan Asylum, one thousand copies biennially. Of the above 
named reports seventy-five copies may be retained by the binder for 
public documents, and at least six hundred and seventy-five copies shall 
be delivered to the state librarian, by the binder, for exchange, library 
use and general distribution, and the balance of the number of each 
report shall be delivered to the head of the department or institution 
where it originated and was prepared for publication/ 

'Section 25. The reports, catalogues and compilations of all state 
departments, bureaus, commissions and institutions, other than as 
enumerated in the preceding section, may be printed and bound, but the 
number and the styles in which the same shall be so printed and bound, 
at the expense of the state, shall be determined from time to time by 
the governor and council, who shall also fix the number of the same 
which shall be delivered from the bindery or printing office to the 
librarian of the state library/ 

Section 2. This act shall take effect when approved. 
[Approved March 22, 1905.] 

Report of Commissioners of Inland Fisheries and Game. — 
Revised Statutes, chap. 32, section 35. 

* * * * 'They shall, on or before the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber of each year, report to the governor who shall cause three thousand 
copies of said report to be printed.' 

Report of Commissioner of Sea and Shore Fisheries. — 
Revised Statutes, chap. 41, section 1. 

* * * * 'He shall make a detailed biennial report in the month of 
December, showing the amount of capital invested in, number of men 
employed in, value of products of, and any other information that he 
may be able to obtain relating to the sea and shore fisheries/ 

Bulletins and Circular Letters. Subject to Approval of 
Governor and Council. — Revised Statutes, chap. 3, section 26, 
as amended by chap. 52, Public Laws of 1905. 

'Sec. 26. Each department, bureau and institution may have printed 
at the expense of the state, bulletins and circular letters of inquiry and 
information, at such times and in such numbers as the officer in charge 
thereof may consider necessary, such order for printing to be subject to 
the approval of the goevrnor and council. 

Except as hereinbefore provided, no reports, catalogues or compila- 
tions shall be printed, stitched or bound by any department, bureau, 
commission or institution of the state, at the expense of the state, unless 
by virtue of special legislative provision therefor/ 

Competitive bids, etc.— Public Laws of 1905, chap. 155. 
'Section 1. The governor and council are hereby authorized to con- 
tract, in behalf of the state, on the basis of competitive bids, for the 
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printing of the reports, catalogues, compilations, bulletins and circulars, 
authorized to be printed under sections twenty-four, twenty-five and 
twenty-six, of chapter three, of the revised statutes, and for all other 
miscellaneous printing, now or hereafter authorized by law, for eacn 
department of the state government, including the legislative printing, 
but excepting the printing of reports of decisions. They may, in their 
discretion, call for bids, and contract separately, for distinct portions 
of the state printing but may reject any and all bids which they do not 
deem it in the interest of the state to accept, and may take such security 
as they deem necessary, if any, for the faithful performance of any 
contract hereunder. No such contract shall be for a longer time than 
two years. 

Section 2. Sections twenty-seven, twenty-eight, twenty-nine and thirty 
of chapter three of the revised statutes, are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect January first, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and six.' 

[Approved March 24, 1905.] 

State Printing further defined, etc. — Public Laws of 1907, 
chap. 32. 

'Section 1. The terms 'state printing* and 'miscellaneous printing/ 
as used in chapter one hundred fifty-five of the public laws of nineteen 
hundred and five shall be deemed to mean all the printing and printed 
supplies for which the state shall be holden to pay. 

Section 2. The governor and council may, at their discretion, con- 
tract from time to time, on the basis of competitive bids, for the making 
or delivery of the paper stock, engravings, electrotypes, dies, lithograph 
or other plates required in the execution of the state printing. No 
such contract shall be for a longer time than two years/ 
[Approved March 6, 1907.] 

Auditor of State Printing. — Revised Statutes, chap. 3, sec- 
tion 31. 

'Sec. 31. The governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
council, shall appoint an auditor of the state printing, to serve during 
their pleasure; he shall be an experienced practical printer. All bills 
for state printing shall be audited by him, for which he shall receive 
such compensation as the governor and council may deem just/ 

State Binding, competitive bids, etc. — Public Laws of 1907, 
chap. 176. 

Section 1. The governor and council are hereby authorized to con- 
tract, in behalf of the state, on the basis of competitive bids, for all the 
folding, stiitching, ruling and binding for every department of the state 
government, for which the state is held to pay, except the revised statutes 
and reports of the decisions of the supreme judicial court. They may, 
in their discretion, call for bids, and contract separately, for distinct por-

tions of the state binding, but may reject any and all bids which they 
do not deem it in the interest of the state to accept, and may take such 
security as they deem necessary, if any, for the faithful performance of 
any contract hereunder.

COMPARISON WITH FORMER YEARS. 

On subsequent pages of this report will be found in detail a 
tabulated statement of the printing done during 1908 for the 
various State departments and institutions, followed by a sum- 
mary of totals. By this statement it will be seen that the cost 
of general printing for 1908, with certain items estimated, 
because the work is unfinished and cost not ascertained, was less 
than in any recent year.

BALLOT PRINTING FOR 1908. 

The expense of ballot printing for 1908 was unusually .large. 
The amendment ballots and accessories nearly doubled the 
ordinary cost for the September election printing. In connec- 
tion with the November election there was a special congres- 
sional election to fill vacancies in two congressional districts, 
adding largely to the printing required. Altogether the printing 
of ballots and accessories for all elections of 1908 cost $7,863.37. 
Further detail of the same will be found following the depart- 
ment tabulations. 
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STATE BINDING CONTRACTS. 

By chapter 176, Pnblk Laws of 1907, the office of Public 
Binder was abolished and the competitive system extended to 
the contracts for State binding, taking effect January 1, 1909. 
Toward the dose of 1908, specifications and forms were issued, 
proposals invited and received after due public notice, and 
awards made. The bindery work includes folding, stitching, 
binding, ruling, numbering, perforating, etc This was divided 
into five natural classes. Classes A, C, and £ were awarded 
to Harry W. Reid, Augusta. Classes B and D were awarded to 
Merrill & Webber Co., Auburn. Contracts for one year, with 
suitable bonds, have been executed at prices that appear advan- 
tageous. 
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RESULTS OF THE COMPETITIVE SYSTEM. 

On account of the lack of available data as to the volume 
and cost of the State Printing prior to 1906, it has not been 
possible heretofore, to make a fair and reliable comparison of 
the cost under the two systems — contracting on the basis of 
competitive bids and fixing prices by statute. 

The first contracts under the competitive system, covering 
the years 1906 and 1907, have now been completed and sufficient 
data obtained to make such a comparison possible. The two- 
year period constitutes a complete cycle, as there is a consider- 
able difference between a legislative year and the alternate year, 
aside from the distinctively legislative printing. 

For the two-year period named there were 4,227 items of 
printing, varying in cost from fifty cents to $4,067.41. All of 
these items have been figured in detail for the purpose of com- 
paring the actual cost with the would-have-been cost under the 
system of a State Printer and Statute prices as fixed prior to 
1906. The results are tabulated as follows :

It will be seen that the total saving to the State under the 
competitive system has been in two years $24,119.67. 

Deducting salary and expenses of the office for two years, 
$3,616.40, and we have a net saving of $20,503.27. 

It is a significant fact that in November 1905, when the 
awards of the printing contracts under consideration were 
announced by the Governor and Council, the statement was 
given out, based upon estimates made in this office, that there 
would be a probable saving on State printing of $20,000.

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SUPERVISION IN BEHALF OF THE STATE. 

This seems an opportune time to note some of the results 
accruing to the advantage of the State by having a State official 
in charge of the printing who is a practical printer, and who is 
in a position to represent and protect the interests of the State 
as no one could do who is also concerned in the profit accru- 
ing to the printer. 

Since January i, 1906, the Auditor of State Printing has, by 
virtue of the order of the Governor and Council, and under their 
direction, exercised the function of supervision, as the condi- 
tions imposed by the laws of 1905 seemed to require, in addition 
to the duties of auditing the printing bills. This includes the 
preparation of all the specifications and forms for proposals 
and contracts, the estimates of the value of bids upon which 
awards are made, the handling of orders to the printers, the 
inspection and delivery of completed jobs, the selection of stock 
and the laying out of the work in the most advantageous man- 
ner. In addition to this may be mentioned the system of filing 
vouchers and samples, the records and accounts that make pos- 
sible a complete annual report. Whether this supervision is of 
sufficient value to be profitably maintained as a permanent 
feature may be judged by the statement of a few instances 
showing results. 

Example One. 

The mailing list of the Agricultural Department Bulletin con- 
tains rising 9,000 names. The list is kept in standing type and 
the printer is required to correct and print three or four sheets 
of each form when needed. In 1905 this job cost rising $250.00. 
It is classed as irregular work, for which, according to the 
Statutes, the printer, "shall receive such compensation as shall 
be judged reasonable by the auditor." In 1906 and 1907 this 
mailing list cost $65.62, practically one-eighth as much as before. 
This was accomplished through arrangements made by the 
Auditor of State Printing whereby the printer, on terms mutu- 
ally acceptable, would receive about one-fourth the former 
price, and the department, with but a slight amount of added 
clerical work, would need to have the list printed but twice a 
year instead of four times. 
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Example Two. 
The annual report of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
for 1907, made up of the reprints of Bulletins issued during the 
year, cost for stock and printing $195.29. It would have cost, 
if printed under the old system, $668.79. The chief element 
making this difference lies in the supervision now established 
by which the State is enabled to anticipate future requirements, 
and save the cost of re-setting the type, when it may be used 
twice, which has heretofore accrued to the printer. 

Example Three. 
In the State Assessors' report for 1906 there are 307 pages 
in the valuation lists, costing for typesetting alone, $951.70. 
The same feature in the 1908 report makes 192 pages at a cost 
of $318.22. Here is a saving of $633.48. The saving on stock 
and press work is $102.58. Total on this report, $736.06. This 
saving is effected by a change in the style of arrangement on 
the page, making it more compact and neater in appearance. 
This has been brought about through the co-operation of this 
office and that of the State Assessors. Nor does the effect of 
this arrangement of type end here. The same change is carried 
to the Tax Act Documents for 1909 and 1 910 on which the sav- 
ing will be approximately $945.46. 

Example Four. 
In the printing of the laws of 1909, the Tax Acts are included 
in substantially the same form as in the Documents. The State 
Assessors' valuation lists, upon which the State tax is based, 
set new in the old form would cost $1,264.84. If set new in 
the revised form referred to in Example Three, it would cost 
$474.24. Saving on composition alone $790.60. A further 
saving on stock and press work of $106.52 would result. This 
makes $897.12. But there is still further saving resulting from 
supervision in behalf of the State. Under the present contract 
the opportunity is reserved to the State to save nearly all the 
cost of composition when type is kept standing for future 
use. In this valuation list the type is used for three distinct 
jobs, and by slight changes adapted to two runs in each job. 
The Auditor of State Printing has secured this saving to the 
State ; whereas under the former statute provisions the printer 
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would unquestionably be entitled to charge composition six 
times. Following the style used two years ago, under prices 
of present contract, we would pay for composition six times 
$1,264.84, or $7,589.04. We will pay for this, under present 
arrangements, $474.24, with additional allowances for changing 
forms, etc., of perhaps $75 to $100. Saving on this line of work 
over $7,000. 

Example Five. 

The Insurance Department requires a set of large blanks 
annually for returns of insurance companies to the department. 
In 1906 the five blanks, containing a total of 92 pages, cost 
$460.00. Under the old system they would have cost $1,052.34. 
In 1907 the corresponding blanks contained a total of 118 pages 
and cost $301.74. They would have cost under the old prices, 
$1,286.93. In 1908 these blanks had increased in total bulk 
♦o 124 pages. The cost, however, was further reduced to 
$268.00. 

Example Six. 

These are labels for coat room in Executive Department. In 
1907 we had 8 labels, a different name on each label. The 
printer claimed, under a technical point in the contract, that he 
was entitled to charge each as a separate job, amounting to 
$9.25. The same job recently done under present contract, 
there being seven names instead of eight, cost 94 cents. 

Example Seven. 
The House and Senate Documents have a few lines of 
endorsement on the last page, with few exceptions the only 
printing on the page. The printer is entitled to the measure- 
ment of a full page of composition by the generally accepted 
rules of the trade. Until recently these half dozen lines have 
been set in 8-point type. Now, by direction of the Auditor of 
State Printing, they are set in 10-point type, like the other pages. 
No reason could be offered for the use of 8-point, except that 
it made the page cost more without any additional work. In 
8-point it would cost $1.39. In 10-point it would cost 89 cents. 
The gain to the State in changing to 10-point is 50 cents per 
page. This enters once into every document, and in 1907 there 
were 989 House and Senate Documents printed. A fair esti- 
mate of this item of saving is $500.00.

REMARKS ON GENERAL PRINTING. 

In the foregoing tabulated statement it will be observed that there 
is a marked increase in the general printing (for departments, etc.) in 
1909, over previous years. The 1908 record is the lowest of the four 
complete years. Comparing 1906 and 1907, the first two-year period 
under the competitive system, there is an increase of cost the second 
or legislative year over the first year, of $3,868.58. Taking the second 
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period of two years, 1908 and 1909, there is an increase of cost in the 
legislative year over the preceding year of $8,095.73. Our first contract 
ruled the prices of 1906- 1907, while our second contract, with distinctly 
lower rates, governed the prices of 1908- 1909. The figures, therefore, 
indicate a considerable increase in the amount of printing, due to the 
demand arising from increased departmental work as required by the 
enactments of the legislature of 1909. 

REMARKS ON LEGISLATIVE PRINTING. 

The legislative printing for 1909 cost $11,248.88 more than that of 
1907. This is accounted for in part by the larger number of bills intro- 
duced at that session, and the larger number and volume of laws enacted, 
and in part by the increase in prices on the legislative printing in 1909 
over those of 1907. Confirming statements in former reports of this 
department, events have proven that conditions under which this class 
of the state printing is necessarily done almost preclude competitive 
prices. 

The legislative printing of 1909 was opened to bids under three dis- 
tinct and widely advertised competitions, extending from October 25, 
1907, to Feb. 14, 1908. In the first of these Burleigh & Flynt bid on the 
entire class, the Sentinel Publishing Company and the Maine Farmer 
Publishing Company bidding on minor portions. These bids were all 
rejected. In the second competition the Sentinel Publishing Company 
alone made proposals on the entire class, Burleigh & Flynt omitting four 
of the most difficult divisions. All these bids were rejected and a third 
competition duly advertised. This resulted in but one proposal, that of 
Burleigh & Flynt. Of all the proposals received in the three compe- 
titions, covering the entire class, that of the Sentinel Publishing Com- 
pany was the highest and the last one of Burleigh & Flynt was the 
lowest, and was accepted. 

The 191 1 legislative printing now under contract is based on consider- 
ably lower prices than that of 1909. A later article in this report treats 
of contracts now in force. 

REMARKS ON BALLOT PRINTING. 

The preceding table shows the cost of printing the Australian ballot 
and accessories for 1906 and 1908. The first represents the cost for 
September election with one state ballot only. The second represents 
the cost of the September and November elections, with the increase 
caused by addition in September of an amendment ballot as well as 
candidates' ballot; and in November including congressional candidates' 
ballots for two districts as well as presidential electors' ballots for entire 
State. 
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RESULTS OF COMPETITIVE SYSTEM. 

Herewith is presented a tabulated statement of actual cost of state 
printing for the years 1908 and 1909, the amount it would have cost 
under the prices and system of 1905 and preceding years, and the saving 
resulting from the competitive system and direct supervision in behalf 
of the State. In the two years' work the many thousands of items have 
been individually figured through in detail, applying the 1905 prices and 
so far as possible the accompanying conditions.

The above figures show a total saving to the State in two years of 
printing, of $27,641.50. Deducting salaries and expenses of the office 
of Auditor of State Printing for 1908 and 1909, amounting to $5,812.03. 
and we have net saving of $21,829.47. 

The report of this department for 1908 showed in a similar manner 
the net saving for the years 1906 and 1907 to be $20,503.27. Thus we 
have a total saving of $42,332.74 in four years or a yearly average of 
$10,583.19. 



STATE BINDING. 

The state binding has been placed under the competitive system during 
the year 1909, for the first time. The classification, contracts and gen- 
eral supervision has been conducted through this department on the 
same plan as the state printing. The prices secured through competitive 
bids have been of material advantage to the State, and the results indi- 
cate a saving in cost not far from the ratio of saving in the state print- 
ing. In this matter an accurate comparison of the total cost of various 
classes* of bindery work with former prices is not possible, as much 
detail then had no fixed price under the statutes. So far as possible 
we have shown comparison of unit prices on succeeding pages of this 
report. 
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CONTRACTS FOR 1910-1911. 

Present contracts for printing and binding entered into in 1909 ex- 
tend from Jan. 1, 1910, to June 30, 191 1. The year and one-half period 
was adopted to bring the fiscal year to close at a comparatively slack 
time when work in hand could most promptly be cleared up, rather than 
at the busiest season. The plan is now under consideration to make our 
next report cover the year and one-half period corresponding with the 
contracts. 

The printing contracts are now held by the following firms : Class A, 
book printing, Burleigh & Flynt, Augusta; Class B, job printing, Wallace 
S. Ladd, Augusta; Class C, legislative printing, Burleigh & Flynt, Au- 
gusta; Class D, ballot printing, Burleigh & Flynt, Augusta; Class E, 
half-tone inserts, Lewiston Journal Company, Lewiston. 

The binding contracts are held by the following firms : Glass A, book 
and pamphlet work, Harry W. Reid, Augusta; Class B, ruling blanks, 
Merrill & Webber Company, Auburn; Class C, legislative work, Harry 
W. Reid, Augusta; Class D, blank books, Merrill & Webber Company, 
Auburn; Class E, miscellaneous binding and repair work, Harry W. 
Reid, Augusta. 

These awards were made after the sharpest competition among bidders 
known in the history of these competitive contracts, and after one com- 
plete set of proposals covering the entire field of state printing and bind- 
ing had been rejected as too high and proposals re-advertised. In the 
second competition there were more bidders than in the first, and the 
prices were reduced on the bulky and costly divisions to such an extent 
that the saving to the State in consequence of the later competition, con- 
servatively estimated, must reach the round numbers of from $7,000.00 
to $8,000.00 a year. 

Especially gratifying from the standpoint of the State is the fact that 
legislative printing seems at least to have entered the competitive class, 
and the latest competition brought the prices considerably below those 
of 1909. 



CONSTRUCTIVE PRINTING. 

By the comparison on a preceding page we show that in the ballot 
printing of 1908, there was a saving of $6,250.82, equal to over 79 per 
cent when compared with 1905 statute prices. In arriving at this result 
we have not applied the principle of "constructive printing" in detail, 
but rather applied the higher prices of 1905 on composition and press 
work to the bilj as our experience with the matter indicates the printer 
would have rendered. 

"Constructive printing," as contemplated by the statutes, according to 
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the findings of the legislative committee on state printing in 1905, (see 
Senate Document 245), would have permitted a charge of $57,669.72 for 
this work, which cost under competitive contracts $7,863.37. 

While we use this instance to illustrate one of the possible vagaries 
of the former system of statute governed prices, it may further serve to 
show that the former state printers, by introducing the human element, 
were able to find a middle ground of action that savored of equity more 
than did the law. '

— Revised Statutes,, 
chap. 3, sections 24 and 25, as amended by chap. 138, Public 
Laws of 1905. 

Section 1. That sections" twenty- four and twenty-five of chapter three 
of the revised statutes be and are hereby amended, so as to read as 
follow s : 

'Section 24. The number of copies of the following named reports to 
be printed hereafter at the expense of the state shall be determined by 
the governor and council but shall not exceed the following numbers: 
The report of the commissioner of agriculture, six thousand copies 
annually; the report of the bank examiner, two thousand copies; the 
report of the commissioner of the bureau of labor and industrial statis- 
tics, four thousand copies; the report of the officers and trustees of the 
State School for Boys, fifteen hundred copies annually ; the report of the 
Industrial School for Girls, fifteen hundred copies annually ; the report of 
the officers and trustees of the state prison, fifteen hundred copies an- 
nually; the report of the commissioners on the contagious diseases of 
animals, two thousand five hundred copies annually; the report of the 
University of Maine, fifteen hundred copies annually; the report of the 
Maine Agricultural Experiment Station, one thousand copies annually; 
the report of the registrar of vital statistics, two thousand copies annu- 
ally; the report of the insurance commissioner, two thousand five hun- 
dred copies annually; the report of the railroad commissioners, two- 
thousand copies annually; the report of the state superintendent of pub- 
lic schools, four thousand copies on each legislative year, and three 
thousand five hundred copies on the alternate year; the report of the 
treasurer of the state, three thousand copies on each legislative year, 
and twenty-five hundred copies on the alternate year; the report of the 
trustees and officers of the insane hospitals, two thousand copies on 
each legislative year, and fifteen hundred copies on the alternate year; 
the report of the board of state assessors, four thousand copies on each 
legislative year, and three thousand copies on the alternate year; the 
report of the attorney-general, one thousand copies biennially; the 
report of the land agent and forest commissioner, three thousand copies 
biennially; the report of the state board of health, forty-five hundred 
copies biennially; the report of the adjutant general, twelve hundred 
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copies annually; the report of the librarian of the Maine state library, 
one thousand copies biennially; the report of the Bath Military and 
Naval Orphan Asylum, one thousand copies biennially. Of the above 
named reports seventy-five copies may be retained by the binder for 
public documents, and at least six hundred and seventy-five copies shall 
be delivered to the state librarian, by the binder, for exchange, library 
use and general distribution, and, the balance of the number of each 
report shall be delivered to the head of the department or institution 
where it originated and was prepared for publication/ 

'Section 25. The reports, catalogues and compilations of all state 
departments, bureaus, commissions and institutions, other than as 
enumerated in the preceding section, may be printed and bound, but the 
number and the styles in which the same shall be so printed and bound, 
at the expense of the state, shall be determined •from time to time by 
the governor and council, who shall also fix the number of the same 
which shall be delivered from the bindery or printing office to the 
librarian of the state library.' 

Section 2. This act shall take effect when approved. 
[Approved March 22, 1905.] 

Report of Commissioners of Inland Fisheries and Game, — 
Revised Statutes, chap. 32, section 35. 

* * * * 'They shall, on or before the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber of each year, report to the governor who shall cause three thousand 
copies of said report to be printed.' 

Amended by chap. 90,. section 7, Public Laws of 1909. 

* * * * 'The annual report of the commissioners of inland fish- 
eries and game shall be printed once in two years.' 

Report of Commissioner of Sea and Shore Fisheries. — 
Revised Statutes, chap. 41, section 1. 

* * * * 'He shall make a detailed biennial report in the month of 
December, showing the amount of capital invested in, number of men 
employed in, value of products of, and any other information that he 
may be able to obtain relating to the sea and shore fisheries.' 

Bulletins and Circular Letters. Subject to Approval of 
Governor and Council. — Revised Statutes, chap. 3, section 26, 
as amended by chap. 52, Public Laws of 1905. 

'Sec. 26. Each department, bureau and institution may have printed 
at the expense of the state, bulletins and circular letters of inquiry and 
information, at such times and in such numbers as the officer in charge 
thereof may consider necessary, such order for printing to be subject to 
the approval of the governor and council. 

5 
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Except as hereinbefore provided, no reports, catalogues or compila- 
tions shall be printed, stitched or bound by any department, bureau, 
commission or institution of the state, at the expense of the state, unless 
by virtue of special legislative provision therefor.' 

Competitive bids, etc. — Public Laws of 1905, chap. 155. 

* Section 1. The governor and council are hereby authorized to con- 
tract, in behalf of the state, on the basis of competitive bids, for the 
printing of the reports, catalogues, compilations, bulletins and circulars, 
authorized to be printed under sections twenty-four, twenty-five and 
twenty-six, of chapter three, of the revised statutes, and for all other 
miscellaneous printing, now or hereafter authorized by law, for each 
department of the state government, including the legislative printing, 
but excepting the printing of reports of decisions. They may, in their 
discretion, call for bids, and contract separately, for distinct portions 
of the state printing, but may reject any and all bids which they do not 
deem it in the interest of the state to accept, and may take such security 
as they deem necessary, if any, for the faithful performance of any 
contract hereunder. No such contract shall be for a longer time than 
two years. 

Section 2. Sections twenty-seven, twenty-eight, twenty-nine and thirty 
of chapter three of the revised statutes, are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect January first, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and six.'

State Printing further defined, etc' — Public Laws of 1907, 
chap. 32. 

'Section 1. The terms 'state printing' and 'miscellaneous printing/ 
as used in chapter one hundred fifty-five of the public laws of nineteen 
hundred and five shall be deemed to mean all the printing and printed 
supplies for which the state shall be holden to pay. 

Section 2. The governor and council may, at their discretion, con- 
tract from time to time, on the basis of competitive bids, for the making 
or delivery of the paper stock, engravings, electrotypes, dies, lithograph 
or other plates required in the execution of the state printing. No 
such contract shall be for a longer time than two years/ 
[Approved March 6, 1907.] 

Auditor of State Printing. — Revised Statutes, chap. 3, sec- 
tion 31. 

'Sec. 31. The governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
council, shall appoint an auditor of the state printing, to serve during 
their pleasure; he shall be an experienced practical printer. All bills 
for state printing shall be audited by him, for which he shall receive 
such compensation as the governor and council may deem just/ 
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State Binding, competitive bids, etc. — Public Laws of 1907, 
chap. 176. 

Section 1. The governor and council are hereby authorized to con- 
tract, in behalf of the state, on the basis of competitive bids, for all the 
folding, stitching, ruling and binding for every department of the state 
government, for which the state is held to pay ,except the revised statutes 
and reports of the decisions of the supreme judicial court. They may, 
in their discretion, call for bids, and contract separately, for distinct por- 
tions of the state binding, but may reject any and all bids which they 
do not deem it in the interest of the state to accept, and may take such 
security as they deem necessary, if any, for the faithful performance of 
any contract hereunder. No such contract shall be for a longer time 
than two years. 

Section 2. All bills for state binding shall be audited for approval by 
the auditor of the state printing. 

Section 3. Sections thirty-two, thirty-three and thirty- four of chap- 
ter three of the revised statutes, are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect January first, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and nine.
